Officers of regiments stationed in Moscow and 
Warsaw have been found to be implicated in 
the plotand three of them have committed 
suicide. A bomb was found in the quarters of 
one of the officers in Warsaw. Hundreds of 
the conspirators have been placed under ar. 
rest. The discovery of the plot bas com- 
pletely unnerved the Czarina.

Gladstone and the Americans. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, May 18.—The debate last night on 
the abolition of the House of Lords produced 
the annual crop of jokes from Labouchere at 
the expense of the hereditary peers, but the 


chief interest to American readers lies in the 
frequent appeal made to the acknowledged 
success of the American Senate. Bryce spoke 
strongly of strengthening the House of Lords 
into an effective second chamber. He thought 
the experience of every free country in the 
world was conclusive on the necessity of a 
second chamber, inorder to protect democ- 
racies from the sudden impuises which make 
governments, in Lowell’s phrase, carry out, 
not the people’s whim, but the people’s 


will.

Mr. Gladstone spoke in a friendly way of 
the Prince of Wales, who, he said, is 
a shrewed man, a keen observer, full of tact, 
always educating himself without deliberately 
setting down tolearn alesson, rarely open- 
ing a book but keeping himself au courant 
with whatever is going on in the world, and 
when the time comes for him to take his part 
in public businees, doing it thoroughly. This 
gossip I belieyed to be a well-known journal- 
ist, who recently invited Gladstone te dinner. 
Granville, who was also present, in asiim pab- 
lic speech a few days ago. alluded to the pub- 
lished report of the dinner talk as an instance 
of the encroachment of reporters in modern 
times.

THOMAS R. KNAGGS, WHO IS CHARGED WITH 
A COWARDLY MURDER. © 


A clever and Sensational Capture of a Pris- 
ener Who Wanted to Kill—His Menace to 
His Captors—He Denounces the Murdered 
Man, but Refuses to Talk About the Kill- 
ing—A Queer Tale. 


Thomas R. Knaggs, an account of whose 
capture at a late hour vesterday afternoon by 
Detective Archambault, was published in 
last evening’s Post-DisPaTcH, is still held at 
the Four Courts awaiting the arrival of the 
Sheriff of Montgomery County, III., to take him 
back to answer to the charge of murder. 
Knaggs’ arrest was a neat bit of work, and it 
reflects great credit on our detective force. 
The first information concerning the pres- 
ence of the fugitive in St. Louis was received 
in shape of telegrams from Litchfield on May 
14, which stated that a letter had been re- 
ceived from Knaggs on May 13 with a St. Louis 
post-mark. A reward of $600 was offered for 
his arrest. Thursday evening Frank 


M. Roberts, editor of the Litchfleld Daily 
News, arrived in this city and furnished Chief 
O’ Neil with an old photograph of the wanted 
man, with information and descriptions which 
have since proven of great value. Detectives 
Archambault and Tracy were put upon the case 
and about 8 p. m. yesterday ArhambDalt lo- 
cated his manat the City Hotel, corner of 
Clark avenue and Fourth street, as told in the 
POST- DISPATCH. olerk was in- 
formed of the ot the errand, 
but the game too bi to wait 
for @furtherg assistance and sthe detective 
determined to make the arrest alone. Accom- 
panied only by the clerk, he went to Knagga’ 
room, onthe second floor, knocked on the 
halt-closed door, and before the inmate could 
answer pushed open the door and 
entered. Knages was found standing 
in the centerof the room. The. presence of 
the clerk threw him somewhat off hie guard 
and before he could take in the situa- 
tion Archambault had him around 
the waist. He made a motion 
to draw a revolver from a 
secret pocket in the front of his trousers, but 
the officer overpowered him and obtained 
ossession of the weapon. Without even re- 
easing his man long enough to put on the 
trons Archambault locked arms securely with 
THE PANTING PRISONER 

and soon had him in the Four Courts. Here 
he was again searched and a wicked-looking 
dirk knife was taken from his peer. Kuaggs 
was at once confronted with the evidence 
against him, but he was sullen and morose, 
refusing to answer any questions other than 
to admit that his name was Thomas 
R. Knaggs and that he was a butcher 
by trade. His only remark to his captor 
was: ‘‘D—m you, you could not do that 
agaln, and the nervous twitehings of his 
muscies and furtive glances which he cast 
toward the open window testified to his des- 
peration. He was soon under lock and oem 
however, and a telegram sent to Litchfield 
elicited an immediate answer which said: 
Hold Knaggs. will come for him 
as soon as we get requisition 
papers.’’ Knaggs refused to talk to the police 
at first, but he afterwards answered a few 
questions, denying that he knew the Wald- 
roups or that he had ever been in Litchfield. 

The prisoner is held for 

THE COLD-BLOODED MURDER 
of Sam Waldroup, who was shot down at his 
own door in Litchfield, III., on April 1, 1888. 
The deed was a daringone. At5:30 a. m. on 
the morning mentioned the victim was 
called to his door by some unknown 
erson who asked: ‘‘Does Sam Waldroup live 
ere? Being answered in the affirmative the 
stranger drew arevolver and fired two shots 
in quick succ n balls passing 
through the body of the unsuspecting man. 
With a cry of agony he turned and a third ball 
brought himto the floor. He died without 
speaking a word and his murderer es- 
caped. Searching parties were at 
once organized in the community, but no ar- 
rests were ever made. At that time Knaggs 
was not suspected of the crime, but a few 
days after he disappesred from the vicinity 
and had not been seen nor heard of since 
until a few days age, when a brother of the 
déceased, Taylor Waldroup, received a letter 
signed Thos. R. Knaggs, 9, „ Which 
warned him that if he did not cease his talkin 
he would die in the same way his brother ha 
gone. The letter was a badly written and 
poorly spelled attempt, but it will probably be 
strong evidence against the accused when in- 
troduced as testimony at the trial. 
KNAGGS 

was seen in his cell this morning by a Posrt- 
DISPATCH reporter, but he declined to talk 
and it was only by the use of strategy that he 
was induced to even open his mouth. ‘‘lam 
not ready to talk, he said. whe 
must wait till I see a lawyer. I neither admit 
nor deny the killing of Sam Waldroup 
but I am perfectly willing to go back to Litch- 
field without a requisition and face my ene- 
mies. The Waldroup gang have got the drop 
on me now, but my turn willcome yet. They 
Will give themselves away and I shall prove 
1d nnocence by their own statements. 
When asked regarding his whereabouts at the 
time of the killing he declined to make any 
answer, but gaid he had been traveling 
through Nebraska, Idaho Territory and lowa 
for the past few years. His vindictive dispo- 
sition appeared when he was asked how old 
the murdered man was. ‘‘Older than he 
ought to bave been, was the 
response. „le lived longer than be 
had any right to. Such men ought not to be 
allowed to live. Knaggs was guarded in his 
expressions, but he bas let fall enough to es- 
tablish the fact that he did the killing under 
the impression thatthe ‘‘Waldroup gang,’’ as 
he calls them, were talking about him. 


AMONG THE BROKEBS, 


A Boom in Frisce—Stocks Sold and Price 
Obtained To- Day. ’ 


The general tone of the market was upward 
this morning, several stocks, notably the 
Frisco, rising sharply, with heavy sales. 

* - . 

No news was received from the Frisco, but 
a strong demand for the stock manifested it- 
self and the price rose rapidly with frequent 
fluctuations. The market opened low, the 
first sale, one of 200 shares, being made 
at 37 Bidding then mounted to 
38%, at which 300 shares were disposed of; 40 
was then bid and, after 800 shares had been 
sold, 42% was paid for 500 shares, and more 
stock was wanted atthis figure. Bids ot 48% 
were accepted to the extent of 1,900 
shares and 1,100 shares sold at 46. There was 
then a slight decline in the price, 700 shares 
selling at 48%, at which the market closed.

SENATOR MAJOR’S SLIP, 


The Senaté Postpones the Sine Die Adjourn- 
ment Resolution. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCcn. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., May 18.—After a long 
and unsatisfactory discussion of the adjourn- 
ment resolution the Senate voted to postpone 
the resolution fixing next Friday as the day 
for adjournment sine die till Monday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock. Yesterday there was a 
better feeling existing between the two 
Houses than for some time, and the House 
got down to work in real good earnest. This 
is accounted foronthe ground that Senator 
Major and other Senators had assured the 
members of the House that if they would go 
to work and pass the bill on cit- 
ies and towns, 80 that it could 


be reported back to the Senate yesterday, that 
then the Senate would adopt the resolution 
fixing Friday for the day of adjournment. 
Senator Major tried hard to pass the resolu- 
tion, but there were enough Senators to vote 
a postponement till Monday. It is greatly 
feared that this action will reopen the 
troubles and difficulties that have existed for 
several days betweon the two bodies, and that 
the House will construe it as an efiort of the 
Senate to whip them into the passage of a 
number of revisory bilis before adjournment. 

The Senate has set 11:30 for considering 
House amendments to the Senate bill on cities, 
towns aud villages. There are thirty of these 
amendments, most of which will be con- 
curred in. 

JUSTICE OF THE PEACE BILL. 

The Conference Committee on the St. Louis 
Justice of the Peace bill has reported and their 
report adopted by both Houses. The bill has 
at last passed through the legislation ordeals 
and will go home to the Governor. The re- 

rt of the committee fixing the salary of 
— ofthe Peace in St. Louis at the sum 
of $2,000 a year was adopted, but the clause 
making lawyers only eligible was eliminated. 
Under the provisions of this bill St. Louis 
ia divided into seven districts, consequently 
the city in the future will have only 
seven justices in place of twenty-one as at 

resent constituted. Thefriends of the bill 

ere believe that this will be quite an im- 

rovement on the present law, and say that if 

t. Louis does not get rid of her present clan 
of justices, it will be herown fault. The Dill 
still leaves justices their present perquisites 
or fees for performing the rites of marriages, 
conveyances, etc. The office will be worth to 
a good lawyer more than $3,000 a year. 

ennis Devoy, of the St. Louis bar, single 
handed and alone, has fought for this bill at 
the capital this winter, and bas won the fight 
against the opposition that arrayed itself 
against it at every stage of its passage. 

The House billto reduce the compensation 
of Coal O01l Inspectors to $2,000 per annum, 
provided the fees of the office amount to this 
sum, and requiring the surplus fees to be paid 
into the State treasury, was taken up, but 
enough opposition was manifested to defeat 
the bill on third reading, so its friends suc- 
ceeded in laying it over informally so as to 
call it up in a full Senate next Monday. It 
allows the inspector in St. Louis an assistant 
at $1,200 per annum. 

The bill to compensate M. L. Wolfe, late 
Mine Inspector, for expenses incurred by him 
was taken up and failed to pass. 

The Senate refused to concur in House 
amendments to the stenographers’ bill. 

When the House met this morning, Thur- 
man of Callaway moved to correct the journal 
on the vote on the Moran dramshop bill by 
showing that the bill received 71 ayes and 33 
nays instead of 70 ayes an: 33 nays.

He Pays His Respects to the Society Girle— 
4 Brief Summing Up of His Theolegy— 
He Don’t Blame Others for Not Having 
Confidence in Him Beonuse He has Neo 

, Confidence in Himself. 


Sam Jones is at present preaching at Dan- 
ville, one of the old towns of Virginia, where 
his style of gospel work is new. He has 
shaken up the city very considerably. 

A large frame tabernacle covered with a tin 
root was built for his meetings. It is about 
the size of the great temperance tabernacle 
which was built for him on Lucas avenue in 
this city abont one year ago, when the local 
option campaign wason. Jones’ first sermon 


under the St. Louis tabernacle was delivered, 
it will be remembered, during a rain-storm. 
Rain poured through the canvas and every- 
body got wet. Umbrellas were put up, and 
the crowd presented a novel appearance, He 
was introduced by Ben Deering just before the 
rain commenced. 

te to the two Georgia preachers, Jones 
and Small, both of whom were then on the 
platform, Deering said, in anticipation of the 
storm: This canvas is from Georgia, and, 
like all Georgia products, it can stand a hard 
storm. He was right, for the canvas of 
Georgia cotton and the two Georgia preachers 
stood the heaviest storm of the spring two 
hours. During bie first sermon under the 
Danville tabernacle a heavy storm arose. The 
rain on the roof made s much noise that he 
had to stop talking. Turning to the preachers 
on the platform he remarked: It's well to 
stop and let the truth soak into ’em awhile.’’ 
However, much or little the truth may have 
**soaked into m, the water found its way 
thr ough the roof and down the baek of many 
an auditor. Umbrellas were hoisted all over 
the tabernacle. The occurrence was very 
similar to that of last spring in this city. His 
Danville sermons have been in the famous 
evangelist’s usual style and some extracts are 
interesting. 

In nis first sermon he made some very 

BLUNT REMARKS. 

Among the first things be said he hit the 
slower Christians right between the eyes: 
We propose to hold a meeting in this 
„ heasaid. ‘‘I will preach three times 
a day until to-morrow week, which will bea 
three weeks’ meeting in one week. There are 
always some old lazy members of the caurch 
who hang around on the outskirts of a meet 
ing and do nothing until the last day, when 
they rush around in a mighty hurry and say, 
‘Oh! don’t close the meeting now, I am just 
getting ripe.’ Well, Lain’t got time to stay 
ere and rack you up and down the universe 

until you get ripe. Get ripe now. 

His next hit was atthe grumbling old sin- 
ners. The followingis an extract from his 
address: An old sipner says to me, ‘Jones, 
your sort of preaching don’t reach me.’ Well, 
the other sort hasn't reached you, hadn’t you 
better try mine awhile? If solemn preaching 
had reached you there had been no need for 
me to come, and Danville would have had her 
wings and gone to glory long ago.’’ 

The meanest men in this town, said he, 
**belong to the church—and the best men be- 
long toit. We have both extremes, and this 
enables the sinner to make an excuseon ac- 
count of hypocrites. 

An old bald- headed sinner standsout yonder 
saying, I would join the church, but you 
hypocrites are in my way. Well, a man to be 
in your way must be ahead of you. Now the 
thing for youto doisto gét ahead of the 
hypocrite and he won't be in your way. 

NO CONFIDENCE IN HIMSELF. 

Continuing on this line, he said: ‘‘When you 
hear aman say he has no confidence in Sam 
Jones, just tell him to write that out, bring it 
tome and Iwill sign the paper. have no 
confidence in him myself. I followed him 
blindly for twenty-four years and be carried 
me to the brink of ruin, from which the grace 
of God saved nie. I have no faith in him, but 
I bave faith in the Lord Jesus, and 1 am 
preaching Christ—not Sam Jones.’’ 

In payin his respects to time-serving 
preachers he said he had no use for the 
preacher who labored to round off his ser- 
mons to fit everybody and hurt nobody; who 
pitched into the Mormons andthe Jews and 
the Elamites and dwellers round about Mes- 
opotamia, but never said a word to the old 
bounds in the congregation who were swind- 
ling the poorend being daily guilty of innu- 
merable meannesses. He also made some 
references to some old fashioned Methodists 
of the Virginia Conference, who wrote long 
articles in the papers. criticising evangelists, 
but who have little success in preaching. ‘*] 
am not an evangelist,’’ he said, but a mem- 
ber of the Georgia conference, But if we reg 
ular preachers don’t do better than we have 
been doing, the Lord knows we need evan- 
gelists.’’ 

Another of his terse remarks were: Show 
me the preacher who don’t preach against 
whisky and I'll show you a preacher the devil 
is bragging on; and God heip the preacher 
that the devil gets to bragging about. 

After one of his sermons he turned tothe 
preachers on the platform andj made their 
huir almost stand on end as he said in his 
most peculiar style: ‘‘I am giad to see so 
many preacbers on this platform, but if you 
stay on it until this meeting is over the last 
one of you will backslide. Now is thetime 
for work. Get off the platform to-morrow 
and go to work. 


THE GIRLS CATCH IT. 

He was disgusted, he said, with the society 
girl; She site up late at night, sleeps late in 
the morning; wher she =o up she calls a 
servant girl, fastens one of her corset strings 
to the bed-post, the servant takes the other 
end and they see-saw there until the girl’s 
body is drawn out ot the shape God gave it, 
and she looks like a wasp.’’ others of the 
nineteenth century are so prone to push their 
daughters off. They don’t need any pushing 
if you raise them right. It she can play as 
well on a cook stove asa piano and make her 
own dresses she needs no pushing. Good 
men will go a thousand miles to took for such 
a girl.“ 

JONES’ THEOLOGY. 

He summed up his theology as follows: 

‘*‘When you have mixed common sense and 
religion you have the best compound God 
ever amiled upon. 

My theology is if you want to be good God 
has fixed up to help you, and if you want to be 
bad, the devil is well fixed up to render you 
all the ald you want.’’ 

Iwill always thank God that when I started 
out to be a Christian my neighbors had confi- 
dencein my earnestness and nobody offered 
to tempt me. They let me alone. 

MWhen you start to be a Christian, if a man 
asks you to go and take a drink, that is de- 
cause the man thinks you are a hypocrite, and 
if you go he is got you down right. 

The world knows whena Obristian is in 
earnest and gets out of the earnest fellow’s 
way, and it knows when he is not in earnest 
by the slow, four mile an hour gait he travels 
and then it makes him get out of its way. 

Aman who is not religious everywhere is 
not religious anywhere.’’ 

Speaking about cowardly Christianity, he 
said: ‘‘You’ve got to draw the line. Why

AMNESTY FOR DESERTERS, 


AN ARMY OFFICER’S OPINION OF THE PRO- 
POSED MEASURE AND ITS EFFECTS. 


Alarming Frequency of Desertion in the 
United States Army—Causes That Induce 
Men to Quit The Colors—Blackmail- 
ing Military Criminals—A Nefarious 
Calliug—Tempering Justice With Mercy. 


HE proposition made 
by the Secretary of 
War to issue a genera! 
amnesty to deserters 
is much more import- 
ant, and widereaching 
in its effects than most 
people, even most ar 

my officers suppose,’’ 
eald Captain W. R. 
Smith, of the regular 
army, who is in the 
city visiting friends. 
**Incredible as it 
may appear to one not 
acquainted with the 
number of de- 
sertlons, it will free 
from 8,000 to 
10000 men from the fear 
of punishment. Con- 


sidering that the number of enlisted men now 
is, and long has been, under 23,000 this seems 
A most remarkable number, but an inspection 
of the records of the War Department will 
prove that every year the desertions amount 
to nearly 50 per cent ot the enlistment, that 
is to say of the new enlistment, for a man on 
his second term seldom deserts. But of the 
men picked up atthe recruiting offices it can 
be safely predicted that two out 
of five will be fugitives within 
eighteen months after they have bern assigned 
to duty and at least one out of five within a 
month after they have been sent to their regi- 
ments, 
AMERICANS AND FOREIGNERS. 

In fact, it may be said that desertion is the 
great curse of the‘ army of the United States 
andoneof the most unpleasant features of 
the whole thing is thatthe foreign-born re- 
cruits stick much more closely to their duty 
than the native Americans, At least 
three-fifths of the army is of for- 
eign birth, but seareely -haif of the 
deserters. Every effort has been made by the 


oficers to check this tend great care is 
exercised in pick recruits, the ties of 
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who tn civil life

The third 
and largest class iscomposed of ambitious 
young men, who desire to go West to obtuin 
more lucrative employment. They enlist 
with the tixed intention of deserting as soon 
as they are sent to their destinations, their 
sole object being simply to secure free trans- 
portation, It is these men whom the amnesty 
bill will most benefit. 
UNHAPPY VICTIMS, 

J was particularly struck while in Texas 
and Colorado by the wretched lives that 
these deserters were obliged to lead. The 
matter was first strongly cailed to my atten- 
tion at Ft. Sill, where a man who owneda 
fine ranch and several hundred head of cattle 
camein and surrendered himself to meas a 
deserter. He was avery respectable fellow, 
and I asked him what the cause of his action 
was. He told me that he had deserted about 
five years before, had gone into cattle, made 
money, married, and was doing 
very well. About two years before 
aman had seen him who knew his previous 
history. The government gives $80 for the ar- 
rest of a deserter, and this man had black- 
mailed him to the extent of over $2,000. There 
seemed to be no end to it, and he had there 
fore concluded to give himself up, serve his 
time, and go out into the worid a free man. 
I learned from him, and afterwards from oth- 
ers, that this business of blackmailing deser- 
ers was carried on all over the 
West. Even when not discovered a 
man who left the colors never 
knew a moments peace, AsI have often been 
told, a deserter can never see three men talk- 
ing together without thinking that they are 
planning for his arrest, and the lives they lead 
are wretcbed in the extreme. It is principally 
to stop this biackmailing that the amnesty 
is proposed. Man of the best 
citizens of the Western States and 
Territories came out as recruits, deserted 
and made their way in the world, They re- 
gret their crime, anu itis only fair to release 
them from its cunsequences in view of their 
subsequent good bebavior. Others who have 
not prospered weuld be very glad to re-enter 
the ranks ifthey did not fear imprisonment, 
and they would make Red soldiers. The 
army is nearly universally in favor of the 
pardon, and its influence will be cast on that 
side of tne scale.

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RETURNED TO COURT TO-DAY BY THE FED- 
ERAL GRAND-JURY. 


A Namber of Indictments Found Against 
Persons Implicated in the Naturalization 
Frauds of Last November—Lehmann’s 
Case Becoming Desperate—A Stay of 
Execution Granted the Recorder of 
Voters. 


HE Federal Grand - jury 
which is investigating 
the election frauds filed 
into the United States 
District Oourt this 
morning and handed up 
to Judge Thayer a betch 
of thirty-five indict- 
ments, several of which 
were against election 
offenders. The jury re- 
tired at once to prepare 
other indictments 
against election offend- 
ers. The finding of the 
witness Ernst John 
supplied the testimony. 
The Grand-jury has 
found that the evidence 
on which the Commis- 
sioner’s warrant was issued against Lehmann 
justified the return of an indictment. 

John still professes that he did not know 
that bis disappearance had discomfited the 
prosecution. He left his former residence on 
the night preceding the hearing of the com- 
plaint against Lehmann. It was suspected 
that John’s brother had some information 
concerning the whereabouts of the missing 
witness. Hewas called as a witness. He 
claimed he did not know where bis 
brother was. The statement was not 
accepted by the prosecution. The young 
man asked to be excused. He was ordered 
to return, and for two weeks he was kept in 
daily attendance. Then the District Attorney 
received information that the missing witness 
was living on Lami street and was employed 
in a brewery in the southern part of the city. 
The Grand-jury has so far been unable to es- 
tablish collusion in connection with Ernst 
John’s disappearance. 

This morning Mr. George D. Reynolds, who 
has just been appointed United States District 
Attorney, notified Mr. Bashaw of his readi- 
ness to assume his duties. There seems to 
bave been considerable uncertainty about the 
succession. Mr. Bashaw has always ex- 
pressed his readiness to withdraw as 


soon an his successor appeared to 
take up the work. r. Reynolds sug- 
gested waiting, but has now decided to 
take charge of the office. The investi- 
gation into the election frauds has, in fact. 
only been begun. So far the grand jury has 
only investigated the offenses under one 
statute, that governing the naturalization of 
foreigners. It is very probable that where 
such bold and premeditated frauds as those 
committed in the Court of Criminal Correction 
and Criminal Court were resorted to, the of - 
fenders did not fail to perpetrate other frauds 
on election day. The grand jury has not yet 
reached the registration and voting frauds. 


The Senate Scheme Spoiled. 


The little scheme concocted in the State 
Senate for the sdecapitation of Recorder of 
Voters Henry Williams, has fallen through. In 
its revision the Senate inserted a clause em- 


powering the Governor to remove the Re- 
corder ‘‘forcause.’’ The honesty of purpose 
could easily be estimated from the fact that 
when it was proposed to add to this a pro- 
vision giving the Recorder a right to a bear- 
ing on the alleged ‘‘cause’’ the Senators 
killed the amendment. It was intended 
the Governor should be the 
—— of the cause without any 
urther evidence of its existence than 
what he might be pleased to have presented 
for his consideration. It was expected that 
the session would be so far advanced that the 
House would be obliged to accept the Senate 
revision, but this part of the pian has been 
upset. The House has stricken out the inter- 
lineation giving the Governor the right to re- 
move for cause. The executive authority 
is no more extended now than it was before 
the revision. Senator McGrath made a fight 
on the bill in the Senate. As the Recorder 
holds a commission he cannot now re- 
moved until the expiration of his term.

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TRUSTS AND CAMPAIGN GREASE. 

The same committee of the New York 
State Senate which a year ago made a 
report strongly arraigning trusts and 
combinations to restrain competition in 
trade, and recommending stringent legis- 
lation against them, has since undergone 
a great change of opinion, apparently as 
a consequence of the election of HARRISON 
and a Republican Congress. It is true 
that the Democratic minority’s report is 
an unanswerable argument in support of 
the committee’s former position, but the 
Republican majority’s report is a labored 
arraignment of competition as the thing 
that needs regulation by trusts and com- 
bines, which are spoken of as comparative- 
ly harmless, if not perfectly wholesome, 
means of protecting trade from the evils 
of excessive competition. 

The antagonism between the report 
signed by ARNOLD, O’CONNOR, COGGE- 
SHALL and WALKER, March 6, 1888, and 
the later one signed by them, is indeed 
startling. But the explanation of the 
change is very simple. BLAINE warned 
them that trusts were private affairs 
with which Government had no right to 
interfere, and Boss PLaTT gave them to 
understand that their investigations and 
exposures had gone far enough to scare 
those out of whom the party would fry 
fat enough to grease the wheels of its 
campaign machinery, but any further 
demonstrations would paralyze the Money 
Power and help the Democrats. It now 
seems that part of PLaTT’s bargain with 
the contributors to the enormous fund 
spent for the Republican ticket 
was an assurance that the posi- 
tion of the majority of this committee 
should be reversed. The proof is in the 
fact that its work against trusts ceased at 
the opening of last year’s contest by Boss 
PLATT’S advice, and in spite of a vigorous 
Democratic protest. But the same names 
appearing attached to two distinctly 
opposite reports tell a plain enough story 
of campaign intrigue and manipulation. 

The significance of it all is that the 
Money Power has again got full control 
of the reins in Congress and in the White 
House and is again in a position to enlarge 
and develop its schemes for exacting 
further and heavier tribute from Western 
industries to the watered stocks of mon- 
opolies, trusts and protected combines.

— — 
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WHEN Gov. FRANCIS affixed his signature 
to the electoral reform bill he completed 
a practical measure of reform, the credit 
of which is due largely to the Civil Service 
Reform Association of Missouri. Senator 
SPARKS assumed the responsibility for the 
bill and did much of the labor which se- 
cured its passage in the Legislature, but 
the inception, draughting and perfection 
ofthe bill was mainly the work of the 
association. The members of this organ- 
ization, which has been accused of wast- 
ing energy on visionary reforms, wisely 
concluding that closely allied with and 
logically preceding the improvement and 
purification of the civil service was the 
purification of the ballot box, as early as 
last May entered upon the work of pre- 
paring a measure based on the Australian 
balloting system to prevent fraud and the 
use of corrupt influences at the polls. 
The result of that work is the bill which 
has just been made a law. Another bill 
designed to prevent bribery and all cor- 
rupt practices in elections was also pre- 
pared and is before the legislature. The 
Civil Service Reform Association of this 
State has set an example of practical use- 
fulness worthy of imitation by all similar 
organizations.

Tux Posr-Disrarcn has furnished a 
striking example of the power of the 
press as a moral force which works for 
good. It inaugurated the investigation 
and furnished the information of natural- 
ization frauds previous to the November 
election, which led to the present fruitful 
work of the Grand-jury in securing the 
indictment of offenders against the law. 
By reference to the PoOstT-DISPATcH of 
March 10, the facts and names of witness 
used by the Grand-jury will be found 
fully published. It was the only news- 
paper which investigated and published 
information concerning naturalization. 
Through this publication and the per- 
sistent urging of the Post-DispatcnH the 
Federal authorities were compelled to 
take up the frauds for investigation and 
their work was rendered easy.

They want Congress to deprive us of the 
benefit of competition and enabie them to 
levy heavier tolls on our commerce, 80 
that they can pocket $50,000,000 more 
in dividends and build 4,000 miles more of 
railroads with the proceeds.

Unshared Prosperity, 


From the New York WORLD. 

The chief protection organ in this city has a 
dispatch from Fall River announcing that 
„manufacturers expect that the present year 
will be the most profitable ever known in the 
history of this city.’’ During the past quarter 
‘*Thirty-two corporations with a total capital 
of $17,900,000 have paid out in dividends to 
stockholders $487,560, an average of 2 71-100 
per cent on the entire capital, or 10.81 per 
cent a year. 

This is a good showing for the protected 
cotton-mill owners. The 40 per cent tariff, 
which gives them a practical monopoly ofthe 
business of furnishing cotton cloth to the 
people of this country, secures to them a rich 
bounty. 

But how about their operatives—the ‘‘ Amer- 
ican workingmen,’’of whom so much was said 
in the late presidential campaign? 

The weavers were receiving an average of 
$8.36 per week for sixty hours’ work—a less 
sum, considering the amount of cloth pro- 
duced, than the same kind of work command- 
ed in England. 

Didthe mill-owners consent to share their 
prosperity with their working people? On the 
contrary, they arrogantly refusedeven to re- 
ceive a delegation of the strikers—falling back 
on their fat accumulations and deliberately 
waiting for the strikers to ‘‘starve out.’’ 
They did starve out and went back to work at 
the old wages in the most profitable year 
ever known in the history of Fall River.

Legalizing the Inflation of Securities, 


From the Philadelphia Record. 

Gov. Beaver yesterday signed a bill that 
authorizes the wholesale watering of railroad 
stocks or bonds. This enactment was known 
as Senate bill 437, and was introduced by Mr. 
Cooper. It prescribes the amount of bonds 
or stocks which may be issued by railroad 
companies heretofore or hereafter consoll- 
dated or merged. It conflicts with that pro- 
vision of the State Constitution which pro- 
hibits the issue of stocks or bonds except for 
money, labor done, or money or property 
actually received. At present the railroad se- 
curities of Pennsylvania are watered to the 
extent of $852,586,068. They cost $471,199,712, 
and they are capitalized at 3828, 785, 780. These 
inflated securities are to be foisted upon inno- 
cent investors, and the shipper will ultimately 
be called upon to pay rates that will earn in- 
terest and dividends to the extent of an an- 
nual tax of over $21,000,000. Yet the Gov- 
ernor, who is sworn to obey, defend and sup- 
port the State Constitution, has given official 
sanction to a measure that is intended to ex- 


tend and legalize this species of extortion | 


and plunder.

ITS ADOPTION AS THE ELECTION LAW OF 
THE STATE OF MISSOUBL 


A History of the Sparks Bill—It Was Fre- 
pared by the Civil Service Reform Asso- 
ciation and Fathered by Senator Sparks 
— How Elections Will Be Conducted in 
the Future, 


The eledtion reform bill which was passed by 
the Legislature fhas been signed by the Gov- 
ernor and has become a law. It is designed to 
remove many of the evils that now exist and 
to prevent the corruption of the ballot- box. 
The bill has been watched with a great deal of 
interest, because by its provisions the entire 
system . of electing public officers is 
changed and the effect it will produce may 
be very important to the interests of the 
State. The new law brings into Mis- 
sourt what is known as the Australian 
system, though that system has been modified 
to suit the conditions existing here. The ac- 
tion of the Legislature is in line with the 
movement which is sweeping the country. 
The Australian system has already been 
adopted by Massachusetts, Indiana, Montana, 
Rhode Island, Wisconsin, Tennessee, Minne- 
sota and Missouri, and the House of Repre- 
sentatives of Illinois has made asimilar bill 
the special order for Tuesday. The system 
will be pretty thoroughly tested during the 
next few years, and it will be in good running 
order by the next presidential election. 

THE ORIGIN OF THE BILL. 

The bill that has been adopted in this State 
is known as the Sparks bill, baving been in- 
troduced into the Senate by Senator Sparks 
last January. It is numbered 53. 

It was prepared by the Civil Service Reform 
Association of Missouri, which has been con- 
sidering the evils of elections for some time. 
At the annual meeting of the association in 
May, 1888, Mr. Charles Claflin Allen brought 
the matter directly forward by introducing 
the following resolution which was unani- 
mously adopted: 

Resolved, Tnat the use of money in elec- 
tions, by which corruption funds are made to 
nullify the will of the people, and the elective 
franchise is imperiled, isa great and grow- 
ing evil, which requires remedy and calls for 
the prompt consideration of all persons in- 
terested in good government, and 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee be 
instructed to take up the question of ‘‘reform 
in elections’’ and to investigate action that 
may have been adopted or proposed in other 
States, with authority in said Executive Com- 
mittee to prepare and have introduced in the 
Legislature of Missouri, or the Municipal As- 
sembly of St. Louis, a measure or measures 
for reform in the method of conducting elec- 
tions, and to take such other action in this 
regard as to said committee may seem best. 

The matter was thus placed in the hands of 
the Executive Committee and by it turned 
over to 

THE LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE, 

a standing committee which is cumposed of 
Judge George A. Madill, Chairman, aj. Ed- 
ward Cunningham and Mr. John F. Lee. Dur- 
ing the summer months of 1888 Mr. Alien, who 

is Chairman of theExecutive Committee, wrote 
to different States, where the measure had 
been considered and secured copies of the 
laws. The Massachusetts bill and the Saxton 
bill of New York, which was vetoed by Gov. 

Hill after it had passed the General Assembly, 

were obtained and a pamphiet from Boston 
giving a succinct history of the system. With 
these documents the Legislative Committee 
went to work early last fall, and after several 
meetings the bill was framed. It was 
then submitted to the Executive Commit- 
tee and approved, after one or two 
minor changes had been made. A copy of it 
was then sent to Senator Sparks of Warrens- 
burg. He approved it and agreed to intro- 
duce it and urge its passage. He eras

The Clark bill was backed by 
the Single Tax League and that association 
was satisfied with the arrangements Repre- 
sentative Clark made. The Sparks bill was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections and then Senator Sparks wrote to St. 
Louis'asking that some of tbe friends of the bill 
appear before the committee and speak in fa- 
bill. Maj. Cunningham, Mr. 
Allen and Mr. Lee went to Jefferson 
City and H. Martin Williams, repre- 
senting the Single Tax League, also appeared 
before the committee. The committee’s ses- 
sion lasted about four hours, and shortly 
thereafter the bill was favorably reported.

He secured its passage through the Senate 
and the only important change that was made 
was the adoption of an amendment limiting 
the operation of the law to towns of 65,000 or 
more. It then went to the House 
and Mr. Clark let his bill, whieh 
had been ordered to lengrossment, 

lie undisturbed,whiie he and Senator Sparks 
both worked for the latter’s bill. Several 
days ago it passed, almost unaltereg. Two or 
three minor amendments were made but they 
did not affect the material points of the bill. 

It was then sent to the Governor and was 
signed by him yesterday. 

WHAT IT PROVIDES. 

Under the provisions of the bill there will be 
put one ballot and it will contain the names 
of all the candidates. It will be proposed by 
the Recorder of Voters where there is 
one and b the County Clerk where 
there is no order. Four ballots to each 
voter will be printed and halt of them will be 
sent to the polls; while the other half will be 
held in reserve. Every ballot will be stamped 
with afac simile of the signature of the Sec- 
retary of State and every one must be 
accounted for. The election booths will be 
provided with private compartments where a 
voter may scratch his ballot to his own satis- 
faction unobserved, and notwo persons will 
be allowed in one compartment. When the 
ballot has been poopase it will be folded and 
handed to oneot the Judges, who will write 
his initials upon it and deposit it in the box. 
Candidaies may be nominated in convention 
as at present, but they may also be nominated 
by any fifty qualified voters, who shail signa 
written notice to the — ot State that 
such person isa candidate. The nominee of 
no convention will be recognized 
unless the political party whicn the 
convention represents cast at least 3 per cent 
of the votes at the previous election. Accord- 
ing to the law itis a felony to forge the got 
ficial indorsementon a ballot, to falsely make, 
suppress or destroy a certificate of pomina- 

Penalties are e in case a judge 
reveals the nature . a ballot or removes any 
vbaliots from the box before the polls are 
closed. Electioneering within 100 feet of the 
polis will also be punished.

In this way the cause of the troubles was 
traced to the vanilla ice cream sold at the 


festival. The physicians express but slight | 


hopes of the recovery of thirty-four of the 
victimes who partook of large quantities of the 
vanilla cream. They are ignorant of any 
known remedy forthe strange disorder, and 
all they can do is to administer drugs that will 
make the patient more comfortabie. In other 
cases, where the victims partook sparingly 
of the cream, the effect of the poisoning is 
less severe and the physicians are hopeful of 


recovery.

The cream was made by John Tyler, who says 
that withthe exception of the flavoring ex- 
tract similar ingredients were used in the 
manufacture of the other creams. Noone 
who partook of any other flavor except 
vanilla atthe festival suffers, and Coroner 
Bunce is of the opinion that the poison was in 
the vanilla extract. He has ordered some of 
it and willalso analyse it. All business has

A GHASTTIN NEWGATE CUPBOARD. 


Fall of Casts and Busts of Heads of Mur- 
derers and Criminals. ° 


From the London Sunday Times. 

It was the practice of the authorities up to 
the time of the murder of Mr. Briggs to take a 
cast of the heads and faces of criminals after 
execution. Our guide commenced his tour of 
the prison with an exhibition of a cupboard 
full of these memorials. It was a ghastly 
show of fearfu! countenances, low foreheads, 
large brutal mouths, full necks, strong jaws, 
and weak, broad chins and narrow, 
and beneath them 411 the mark of 
the Fepe which had atrangled them. 
Seen n this fashion the  oriminal 
countenances were no doubt considerably dis- 
counted, but not so seriously as a caricaturist 
of some of our public men would have us be- 
eve. How oertain of the shining lights of 
the day might look, shorn of their hair and 
in prison dress, offers a temptation to any 
artist who is 3 in liticos to the man 
he is drawing, but he would have to give rein 
to his bitterest imagination to match the 
countenances;~in the Warder’s cupboard at 
Newgate. I could not help thinking that Franz 
Muller was something like—but let us not be 
personal. 

This is the head of Martha Browning, who 
murdered her mistress, you will remember, 
in Park lane; killed her for the sake of some 
bank notes, which, when she got them, 
turned outto be on the Bank of Elegance. 
This (ta ping the grim bust with a curious 
familiarity) is Frang Muller, who murdered 
Mr. Briggs, and after denying his guilt almost 
to the last, confessed it in a conversation with 
his Latheran priest. This is Greenacre, who 
cut the body of his victim up in pieces and 
bid them in various parts of the town.’’ 

Greenacre’s was a tell-tale mask—a low 
forehead of the worst form, and a thin, wide 
mouth, that had had the ‘‘downward drag,’’ 
stiff and cruel, A good thing for some of us 
that we do notshave! Do you remember the 
mustache movement? It was probably started 
by some interested person who did not care to 
go about with his wicked mouth exposed to 
the general gaze. Leech did some of his most 
charecteristic sketches in Punch during that 
curious riod. I was visiting a little 
provinci town in those days where 
the leading draper of the place had been 
hooted and called ‘‘Frenchy,’’ and pelted tor 
coming back after a holiday with a beard and 
mustache, And I remember as a boy that the 
records of the Burke murders were still used 
as Bogey by nurse maids whose charges would 
not keep close to their apron strings. The 
fear of being ‘‘burked’’ was a lively one for

In Lovely Cadiz. 


From the New York Times. 

The appearance of the city from the anchor- 
age is beautifulin the extreme. The several 
convent and castié-crowued hills are the back- 


ground of a 1 71 picture. 1 on a 
mooniit night the harbor is to be seen in all 
its beauty. From the shores the strains of 
music from the military Danas in the parks 
are wafted across the water, while among the 
Gazzling glimmer of lights the gay prom- 
enaders can be seen winding in and out along 
the Alameda. As the night advances the gay 
scenes close, and save now and then the 
black specter ofa huge steamer gliding si- 
lently by, or the tinkling ofa little convent 
bell away back in the hilis, nothing breaks the 
silence of the night. 

Cadiz is perhaps not so well known to Amer- 
loans as many cities of lese importance. Situ- 
ated apart from the main highway of travel 
and having but little direct commerce with 
the United States, itis seidom visited by our 
countrymen on matters of business, except 
when passengers aboard one ofthe Royal 
Mail steamers or en route to some of the colo- 
nies are enabled, by a short stop-over, to ob- 
tain a 2 glance at this quaint and most 
Tnteresting of Spanish seaports. 

The city was founded about 1100 B. C. by the 
Phenicians, who called it Cadir. It suc- 
cessively passed into the hands of the 
Carthagenians and Romans, the latter 

iving it, the name of Gades. Then passing 
nto the power of the Goths it was again taken 
in 711, this time by the Arabs, The 
Spaniards got control in 1262, and named the 
place Cales. It was Known by this name when 
captured and sacked by the English in 1596. 
The loss of the city and the immense treasure 
held there at the time caused almost general 
bankruptcy in Sprin. Time and again the 
English attacked this beautiful city, and each 
time it was successfully defended. It was 
surrounded by the French during 1810 and 
1812, being at that time the seat of the Central 
National Junta. Wellington’s approach 
raised the seige of Marshal Victor’s torces. 

Cadiz has long been associated with the 
liberal movements in Spain, and has been 
conspicuous during more than one crisis 
in Spanish affairs. In fact, the first 
moventent which overthrew Queen Isa 
bella took place at Cadiz, September 
17, 1868. Unlike most European cities, the 
name of Cadiz is recognized by all countries. 
We get Vienna out of Wien, Lisbon out of 
‘*Lisboa,’’ by what right I do not know. The 
Spaniards write the name of the Quaker City 
‘*Filadelphia’’ and New York Nuevo 
Yorko.’’ 

The politeness of the Spanjards and Portu- 
guese is proverbial, but when I hear a Cadiz 
gentleman or Lisbonese say to a beggar im- 

ortuning for alms, Have patience, my 

riend,’’ or Gad be with you, I am in- 
clined to doubt his sincerity. 

The Opera-house in Cadiz is a miniature 
counterpart of the New York Metropolitan. 
Like the Grand Operain Peris, the sides are 
formed by straight rowsof boxes arranged 
tier upon tier. Directly in front of the stage, 
and in the first tier, is the royal box which, 
unless occuvied by some member of the royal 
ray ny is kept closed. The box ts emblazoned 
with the royal escutcheon and furnished with 
rich hangings. 

In an evening stroll upon the lovely Alameda 
one has an exvellentopportunity toobserve the 
beauty of the Andalusiag women. Three par- 
allel walks divide the people in their amuse- 
mente as rigidly as — mark ot caste, In the 
center is the promena 
and military. On the right runs t walk of 
the middle class, and on the left that of the 
peasantry and common soldiers. The young 
women were all accompanied by duennas or 
chaperons. Here and there along the Alameda 
stood a brilliant cafe.

“BRADSTREET’S” REPORT. 


The State of Trade Reviewed in All the 
General Lines. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcn. | 

New YorK, May 18.—At most of the cities 
reporting by wire to Bradstreet's thie week, 
general trade is of moderate volume or only 
fairly active. Boston and New York onlycon- 
stitute mild exceptions, while at New Orleans 
and Kansas City the distribution bas fallen 
off. The relatively best demand East is for 
dry goods, and West for hardware, lumber 


and groceries, Mercantile collections are 
rather better in central Western States, Cin- 
cinmati alone reporting an exception. The 
drouth in Kentucky, Ohio and Indiana has 
been broken, but is becomin serious 
in Louisiana and is having an 
effect in Texas. Cereal crov prospects 
are excellent. Rice is not as favorably situ- 
ated as it was, and cotton has suffered a little. 
Increased receipts of cattle and hogs at west- 
ern centers have depressed those markets, 
and cattle are off loc and hogs 30@40c within 
four days. General trade at New York is of 
an average volume. Liquors and some makes 
of cotton goods tend higher. Groceries and 
naval stores{distributions exceed last year. 
Prices of groceries, country produce, naval 
stores, crude rubber and urniture tend 
lower. Butter has reached a very low price, 

Good crop prospects created a bullish dis- 
position regarding Western railroad shares 
and with active buying of Oregon Transcon- 
tinental shares for control gave decided 
strength to stock speculation. Bonds ure 
less active, but investments continue firm. 
Money at New York is easy at 2@2% per cent. 
Foreign exchange is firm at 4.89@4,89% for 
demand, About $1,000,000 in gold was taken 
for export on Friday. 

No pronounced improvement has developed 
itselfin the iron market. Prices for the most 
part have gone off a trifle, and while there are 
symptome of an improving demand they do 
not arouse confidence. Consumers all along 
the line are conservative. 

Stocks are of moderate proportions. 
Makers of crude and finished irons are keep- 
ing within touching distance of demand, 
which accounts for the general! steady 
prices under the oie restriction of re- 
quirements. Southern pig-iron makers are 
pretty well sold up and are burrying forwerd 
deliveries on old contracts, They are pot 
beating prices down for fall business, and 
lleve they can hold their own ag against recent 
oreven pending reductions in Northern mar- 
kets. Copper at New York is down to l2c per 
pound, but consumers buy sparingly. 

Wheat flour has been in fair home and 
foreign demand only, which with the down- 
ward course of wheat results in depression in 
high grade stock. Other varieties are fairly 
maintained. Heavy cables, splendid home 
crop prospects and unloading realizing have 
influenced wheat prices to decline + c and 
the volume of business is smaller. —.— 
ot corn via the canal being large, a realizing 
pressure brings prices down e and on spot 
2@2%ec.

What man or woman is there living that has 
not some pet superstition? asks a writer 
in the San Francisco Call. If any such exist 
let him or her be made manifest. Superstition 
is as old as the world and is the child ot all 
nations and peoples. Hesiod, the oldest 
Greek writer, said: 


Re: days, like surly stepdames, adverse Prove; 
wart our intentions, cross whate'er we love; 
Others, more fortunate and lucky, shine 

And. as a tender mother, bless what we design. 


This allusion to unlucky days brings to mind 
the fact that among the Romans all days that 
were considered adverse to the prosperity oi 
men, or upon which it was considered dange 
ous to inaugurate any movement, were marked 
in the calendar with a black cross. Bi such 
days no journey must be unde en, and 
any wedding, business enterprise or under- 
taking, or other matter 12 on such day 
was certain to end disastrous) area 1 
emphatically a black-letter day. That 
its origin in the crucifixion is BK a 
fact, and otber biblical events of a sinister 
nature are ascribed to that day. 

Here are afew of them: dam sinned on 
Friday; Adam was chased out of Paradise on 
Friday ; Christ was crucified on Friday; Cain 
killed Abel on Friday; on that same day 
Etienne was stoned; the innocents were killed 
by Herod, Peter was crucified; Jobn the Bap- 
tist was beheaded ; the children of Israel were 
chased across the Red Sea; the first marriage 
was consummated; Lamch took two wives; 
one-seventh of the fruits ofthe earth and ot 
the ight of the sun and moon were taken 
away; briars and epiny and venomous plants 
issued from the earth; Age confusion of 
couguas took Nes“ the plagues of Egypt 
visit the king of that country, and on that day 
heaven will close and hell will open. All this 
and much more may be said ofthat luckless 
day, upon which no sailor will leave port for 
a sea voyage. 

The Jewish Talmud and Mahommed are 
agreed upon the proposition that Adam was 
created, sinned and was driven from Paradise 
on Friday. A medievai text says that Adam 
named all animals at the third hour, the 
woman ate of the apple at the sixth hour, and 
they were driven from the Garden of Eden at 
the ninth-hour. The Jewish text makes 
these occurrences fall onthe sixth, ninth and 
tweifth hours, respectively. 

An Anglo-Saxon authority says that Adam 
was created on Friday. and it was for that 
reason that at a later period the Savior suf- 
fered on Friday. Going still further into tra- 
dition the Talmud asserts that Adam was 
married and his children were born on Friday. 
In the Kabala it is stated that the light of the 
sun and moon was reduced by one-seventh 
after Adam's tall. 

In the third chapter of Genesis, —.— 
teenth verse, these words occur: ‘‘Beeta 
thou hast hearkened unto the voice 
wife, and hast eaten ofthe tree, of which 
commanded thee, saying: Thou shalt not eat 
of it all the days of thy life; thorns also and 
thistles ~~ t bring forth to thee,’’ ete, It 
willthus be seen that the earth was also 
cursed and caused to produce thorny and 
venomous plants on Friday.

The Casino Theater was selected for the con- 
test, and with the thermometer almost in the 
90s, the crowd sweltered and waited. Thos. 
Coyle, the local sparrer, officiated as referee, 
and a newspaper reporter as time-keeper. 
The men started at about 9:30, each wearing 
silk tights and barea to the waist. They ap- 
peared in splendid condition. The betting 
was slightly in favor of the Greek. 

Nearly five minutes elapsea before the men 
went falrly to work. hen the Greek as- 
sumed the offensive, but only for a moment, 
allowing the Englishman to get the upper 
hola. hen began a struggle for the mastery 
whieh held the close attention of all. The 
perspiration on the wrestiers’ bodies made a 
sure bold almost impossible. First one would 
get a neck grip then another only to slip and 
change positions. It soon became evident 
that George was trying to wind the Englisb- 
man dy allowing him to tug at him and try to 
get him over. At last he suddenly took the 
offensive and fought desperately to get a 
hammer-lock hold, apparently grinding 
McLelian’s head into the floor. The latter, 
however, is the quicker of the two, 
and owing to the slippery condition of 
his body, mangled to wriggle out at first. 
George again = under and as quickly come 
tothetop. Aftera desperate effort he suc- 
ceeded in getting the Englishman on one arm 
lying across him on his back. McLellan’s 
hold was the only thing that saved him. It 
became evident, however, that the Manches- 
ter’s strength was falling and his efforts be- 
came weaker and weaker.
